ACTION REQUIRED: For your information'. 
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1. Attached, herevith is a memorandum for the record vritten by the 
undersigned on 30, April 1959, following meetingo vith.LfV Chief, Paul 
Pfeiffer and Kuenast Chief, Paul Opitz. You vill note that the 
information reported hy Opitz and Pfeiffer neema to be at variance vith 
Paragraph 1 of the' Munich cable. We have no further information to add 
at thin time,, but vill undoubtedly get the facts vhcn Kripe Chief, Karl 
Breuer returns from his vacation on or about 1 June 1959.

Pfeiffer, Chief of the Hamburg L1V said that he vanted to bring to my 
attention' a very unusual developoent.

2, . Following is the substance of Pfeiffer’s remarks:

A staffofMn«rof the BSD in Muniob audoHfiDerapioyee in 
Hamburg have had friendly relations vlth each other for a nvsbsr of 
years, based on common East German background and vartime service with 
some element of the RSHA. 2hf tvo families have been in correspondence 
and occasional visits vere exchanged between Hamburg and Munich. On 
auch occasions, they stayed at each other's homes. 

The Munich officer announced that he would visit Hamburg ' 
around the middle of April 1959 and in accordance .with the established 
routine,, he stayed at the heme of his Hamburg friend. , During this visit. 

. . at least one long drinking session took place. Hext morning the Kartfch-; 
'visitor claimed that. he did not feel well and wanted to stoy.lttvbed for 
at least a few more hours. The Hamburg -host and his wife leftxto their 
'morning errands add the visitor was left alone. In the hone.
